In reality, the trusts which waxed so enormously 
rich during the war now feel that this is their great chance 
to “take over” a new vast American Empire. 


Their dream is that with their huge money pile, and 
their secret atomic bomb, they can dictate to Europe, 
Latin America, Asia and Africa. They have worked out 
the scheme along the lines of the Churchill war alliance, 
with the British promising sweetly to be the junior part- 
ner (until such time as they can see a chance to cut the 
throat of their Wall Street rivals). 


That is why on this May Day, surveying what our 
* government is doing, we can see that it is backing every 
anti-democratic crowd in the liberated countries. 
Wherever we have any say in “élections” in Europe 
it is the pro-Nazis who invariably win. In Greece, it is 
the Royalists and pro-Germans; in Germany, it is the 
openly American gang which is coming to the top, 
thanks our “fear-of-Russia” program. 1 
Ditto in China, where, though we speak of getting 
“a unity, we also assist the reactionary Chiang outfit against 
any democratic changes.

Constitution Plus Alert People 
Can Insure French Liberty

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PARIS (By Mail) —At all stages of the debate on the new constitution the Right has 


endeavored to confuse the issue by maintaining that there is somewhere or other in the 
country an impartial and objective force which must be harnessed to curb hotheaded and 


irresponsible sovereign Assembly. 
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They have constantly talked of ®uccessive abandonment by the 


the “dictatorship of the Assembly, 
the rule of the majority,” as if the 
will of the people must at all times 
be controlled and often opposed by 
some wiser, omniscient group of 
beings who would and should over- 
ride the decisions of the Assembly 
if in their wisdom they thought fit. 


This fundamental fear of the 
people has been at the bottom of 
all the maneuvers of the MRP dur- 
ing the last seven months and has, 
at the last minute, dictated their 
decision to ask the country to turn 
the Constitution down. 


But the people of France are un- 
likely to do so because with all its 
weaknesses the new text has the 
great virtue of giving the people’s 
will greater weight than it has had 
at any time in France since are

The main reason for the failure of 
the 1875 Constitution to defend lib- 
erty in France in 1939 and 1940 was 
not any inherent weakness in the

The improvements 
over 1875 which are incorporated in 
the new text can prevent the re- 
emeregnce of fascism in France 
if the members of the National As- 
sembly watch over the spirit of the 
new Constitution.
